SAN FRAXCISCO, Cal. Sept 18. 


—Acceptance of the peace treaty as 
a good business proposition was 
an address to San • Francisco bnsi- 
urged by President Wilson today in 
ness men. 


The executive asserted that to re- 


fuse membership in the league of 
nations would be to isolate the Unit- 
ed States and to build up a distrust 
abroad which would be detrimental 
alike to the nation's political and 
commercial interests. 


Previous to his speech President 


Wilson replied to a list of questions 
regarding the league of nations, 
presented to him by a San Francis- 
co league of nations organization. 


He declared Great Britain could 


not outvote the United States in the 
league that 
foreign 
governments 


could not under the covenant order 
American troops abroad; that the 
league would hav3 •• a powerful 
in- 


fluence toward restoration of Shan- 
tung to China; that the 
United 


States would not be obligated by 
article 10 to aid Great Britain in 
suppressing a revolt in Ireland; and 
that under article 11 there would 
bo created a r.ew foruni for ques- 
tions of self-determination. 


Business Depends on Treaty 


In his speech to the business men 


President Wilson said the solution 
of many domestic questions awaited 
ratification 
of the treaty. 
Until 


there was peace, he declared, the 
nation could not reorganize "a sin- 
gle clement" of its economic status. 
He added that there were many re- 
forms necessary, because there must 
be a "reconsideration" of the whole 
economic structure of the country. 


Ax long as uncertainty 
about 


, peace continued, he said, and the 
business of the country had no "con- 
ditions that we can count on," there 
would be the "partial paralysis that 
is characteristic of a panic." 


Talks on Boycott 


Mr. 
Wilson also discussed at 


length the arbitration and boycott 
provisions of the league covenant, 
declaring that had there been any- 
thing approaching such an. arrange- 
ment in 1914 Germany never would 
have begun the war. 


The boycott, he asserted, was "an 


exclusion 
from 
civilized 
society" 


which no European nation could en- 
dure for six months. He emphasiz- 
ed that the boycott was an automat- 
ic step short of war and that under 
the covenant all actual questions of 
war or peace would be reserved for 
decision by congress.

for submission to arbitration," that 
ends it and the parties may go to war 
a.; heretofore. If the parties wish .to 
submit the question at issue to arbi- 
tration, they may do so, under Article 
XIII, and could do so,, for that matter, 
without Article XIII. 


If it is not submitted to arbitra- 


tion, then under Article XV it may be 
submitted to the Council which con- 
sists of representatives of the British 
Empire, France, Italy, Japan and the 
United States, with representatives of 
four other members of the Leagued 
But in any case arising under Article 
XV "the dispute shall be so referred 
(that is, to the League itself) at the 
request of either party to the dispute, 
provided that such request be made 
within fourteen days after the sub- 
mission of the dispute to the council." 
When any question gets into /the 
League,—and it is possible, to force 
every question before the Lea-jue— 
then Great Britain and her colonies, 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, New 
Zealand and India, each has a vote 
so that in any controversy between 
the United States and any of the 
countries named, we would be before 
a tribunal packed-agains.t us, six to 
one. 
As an arrangement designed to 


protect British interests and the 
British Empire, the proposed League 
is an admirable document, but so far 
as the United States is concerned, it 
binds us with whatever obligations 
the European countries are bound, to 
take care of the disputes of Europe, 
and gives us in return^ jury packed 
against us in which to try questions 
involving our own interests. What- 
ever weapon the economic boycott 
might be as a me<ins of preventing 
wars or punishing a nation resorting 
to war without justification, it is' 
weakened and not strengthened by 
the proposed League of Nations. 


The trouble with all the so-called 


arguments advanced by the President 


is the same. He assumes the entire point 
of issue. 
He assumes his proposed 


League and Treaty, if adopted, will make 
future wars practically impossible. 


People who have endorsed the League 


without having closely studied its pro- 
visions,—many of them I fear without 
ever having read it at all,—have so en- 
dorsed it because they have been told that 
it would insure lasting peace. Mr. Wil- 
son has trumpeted this statement round 
the world. 


But Mr. Wilson also said in his speech 


at Columbus, Ohio, a few days ago that: 


"WHEN THIS TREATY IS AC- 


CEPTED, MEN IN KHAKI WILL 
NOT HAVE TO CROSS THE SEAS 
AGAIN." 
"iet at the time whan he was making 


that declaration, he knew that infantry 
regiments had already been ordered to 
Camp IWeade within a few miles of Wash- 
ington to be recruited up to their full 
strength and that then they are to be 
embarked for Europe, according to the 
official statement of the War Department. 


lie knew, at the time he made this 


statement, that a U. S. A. Commission, 
headed by General Harboard comprising 
some twenty-five other officers of 
Army, 
our 


will be 


engaged in determining upon locations 
for one of the American Armies we are to 
send to Europe,'if,''and just as soon as, 
this.League of Nations is "accepted." 


And" yet he calls it a League, for En- 


during Peace. 


If it were that sort of a document it 


would not .be necessary for him to spend 
his time on the hustings trying- to bully 
Senators into accepting it. 


But when you come to examine the 


terms of this Compact, you find that it 
has little in it to prevent war, but con- 
tains provisions certain to bring on an- 
other and a greater war in the near fu- 
ture, and so far as the'United States is 
concerned, makes her a policeman for all 
of Europe and' parts of Asia and Africa. 
This is not my conclusion. It is written 
in the so-called Covenant of the League 
in express terms. 
Article 10 thereof,

•independence of all Members of the 
League." 
Article 11 thereof provides: 


'*Any war or threat of war, 


whether immediately affecting, any 
of the Members of the League or not, 
is hereby declared a matter of con- 
cern to the whole League, and the 
League shall take any action that 
may be deemed wise and effectual to 
safeguard the peace of nations." " 
Article 10 clearly pledges the League 


to preserve the territorial integrity and 
political independence of all of its mem- 


• bers, including the long list of new na- 


tions 'brought into existence during the' 
last few weeks of the ipsedixits of Lloyd 
George, Clemenceau and Mr. Wilson.. 


Article l?<provides that war,.or even a' 


threat of. war, which includes of course 
civil war and revolution, occurring any- 
where in the world, is to be made the busi- 
ness of the League. When we enter into 
such a contract as that provided for in 
Articles 10 and II, above quoted, we 
know in advance that at the very least, 
we are contracting TO BE READY FOR 
WAR any minute/and are also agreeing 
to send our men and ships to the most re- 
mote parts of the world if the League 
shall so require, unless in the language of 
Mr. Wilson, we choose in the face of that 
alternative to be a "quitter." 


This state of more war, .to which this 


Covenant proposes to commit us, will of 
course be used at home to continue and 
perpetuate all the war-time repressive 
legislation. 
The Espionage Law, the 


Draft Law, the raiding of pffices and 
homes without warrants:, arbitrary de- 
portations, suppression of free assembly, 
—will all be justified by'the same argu- 
ments which were advanced in their sup- 
port, during the war with Germany. 


There is very little, if anything to pre- 


vent war in the so-called Covenant of the 
League of Nations, which has not already 
been tried.

had the/allies beaten before we entered 
t h e war, a r e n o t i n i t .

Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Holland 


and Spain, and many other countries, are 
not in it, and even China has declined to 
sign.

When you get down to the facts and 


get through the fine phraseology in which 
the terms of the so-called League is 
couched, it reduces itself merely to an 
alliance between the United States, the 
British Empire, France, Italy and Japan, 
against- Germany, Austria, Russia, and 
such allies as they may attract. 


The League is not 'proportionately as 


strong in the world today considering the 
people not members of it, as was the Al- 
liance formed by Russia, Austria, Prus- 
sia and England against France after the 
Napoleonic wars. The jmrpose of that 
League, as- declared was,—to preserve 
"the tranquility of Europe," 


By the. terms of that League, yearly 


meetings were to be held and were for a 
time held, to preserve the peace of Eur- 
ope. 
Remember that the members of the 


Hqly Alliance pledged themselves 


"To take for their sole guide the 


precepts of that holy region— 
namely, the precepts of justice,- 
Christiair charity and peace," 
""" 


This sounds very much like the lan- 


guage Mr. Wilson is using at the present 
day. 
In' his Columbus speech on Sep- 


tember 4th, he said: 


"If I were to state what seems to 


me to be the central idea of that 
treaty, it would be this: It .is- al- 
most a discovery in international 
conferences, that nations do not con- 
sist of their governments, but con- 
sist of their people."

in Wisconsin by the United States \ 
department of labor to determine 
the new uses of women in industry 
during war time and since with vo- 
cational courses in view. The basis 
of the investigation is a report made 
by Mrs. William Kittle, Madison 
last year on the "Replacement :of 
Men by Women."

"The twelve-lines .of. industry .in- 


vestigated employed "91,719 men on 
June 1, 1917, and 97,322. on June 1, 
1918,:or an increase of. 6 per cent 
for the year," says Mrs.'Kittle.in-the 
report. 
"The same industries had 


employed-13,970 women'on Juiie'l, 
1917, and 18,578 on June 1,.1918,-or 
an increase of 32 per cent for the 
year. 


"The object of the report was'to 


determine to what extent woman 
were being employed to do the work

plies indicate very conclusively that 
on or before June 1, 191S almost no 
replacement had 1 occurred in Wis- 
consin.
